English Mail. 



New instruments for infitantanooiis 
slaughtoriug of caltlo havo been tried 
at the Bradford, Yorkshire, abattoir 
witli Bucoess. They were lent by the 
Royal Society for the Prevention of 
Cruelty to Animiils. 

Tlie "i'liuehostor Ciuardiau" says 
that the anuy cloll.iuL;- factory of Sir 
Futor Tait at Limerick bus boeii cbiscil 
and nil hands paid oil'. Tho want of 
Coutnioiital orders is the cause of tho 
cloaing. Over 600 hands have boon 
thrown out of employment. 

At a meetinfT of the Lanark United 
Presbyterian Prcsbvtory a fow days 
ago, an appoal was huai'd from .Mrs. 
'i'woedlo, a public-bouse kocpur of 
Caluko, against a decision of the Kirk 
session of the United Presbyterian 
Church debarring her from church 
membership for having aquoit ground 
attached to her preiuisea. liev. Mr. 
Houston said sinful practices were 
encouraged at quoiting matches, and 
the Presbytery unanimously upheld 
the decision of the session. 

A bottle has been picked up on the 
beach at Eyemouth containing a 
statement written in poucil, dated 
August <), that the liovor, which left 
Calcutta on the 1st of July, was burut 
at sea on the 9th of Augu.-,t. Tlie^crcw, 
& in number, took to the boats, which 
swamped, and three lives were lout. 
The paper is signed by J. Drums, 
Peter Kolloe, Thomas Patterson, Wil- 
liam Chiolser, and Ueovgo Craig, v/ho 
bade a farewell to all friends. 

The London 'World' prints tho fol- 
lowing intelligence; — There is some 
talk of a fresh Claimant turning up in 
high life. A certain Captain in the 
Royal Navy was divorced from his no- 
bly born wife in the last year of last 
century. Tho Captain died si--^ years 
later, and his brother thereupon be- 
came heir to a peerage, which ho sub- 
sequently inherited and which is now 
enjoyed by his grandson. But some- 
body says after his divorce tho Cap- 
tain married again, and had chiKlreii, 
■whose descendants ought to have the 
peerage and tho estate. 

Two Cambridge undergraduates, 
who were charged with assaulting the 
police and o parish constable, came 
up for examination at tlio Cambridge 
Police Court i fow days ago. la one 
case tho defendant admitted assault- 
ing one of tho jiolictMiunj, and was 
fined i;iu and costs, the magistrates 
remarking that it was the worst case 
that had come before them, Tho de- 
fendant was discharged. 

A memorial with M-)n signatures has 
been presented to Mr. Disraeli, asking 
him to e.xort his i .i tine nee to jjrocuro 
next session the seitloinent of the 
burial question "on terms equally just 
to the Church and to the Non-confor- 
mists." Tho proposal advocated by 
tho memorialists is that adopted at 
some of the late diocesan confercii- 
cos, that local auihoi ilK s should pr(j- 
vide cemeteries, where necessary, in 
which interments may take place with 
such accomimnying religious Borvieos 
as the friends of (he deceased may ap- 
point. I\lr. IJisi-aeli's [iriva'e hecre- 
tary, in ncknowh^dj^'ing the meiuorial, 
saiil that tho Preuiier, owing to pres- 
Huro of business, was unable to fix a 
day on which it would be within his 
power to receive a deputation on the 
subject, but adds that it is engaging 
his attention, ami lie will not fail to 
give every c(jnsideiMtioii to the luc- 
morial. 

Sir John Bennett,! ho .\lderinan ami 
well known watchmaker in the city of 
London, delivered a lecture tho other 
day, during which liu made tiie following 
liajjpy metaphor --" Vi in can stop a 
clock ut any moment," he said, 'hut 
you cannot stop a watcdi. So it is wiih 
the talk of mo and women. .Man is a 
groat, ugly, coarse machine, but yn 
can silenco him. Woman is a boanti- 
ful, fragile, jewelled thiiig -biit she 
will run on till she siojis .if hcr^ulf.' 

The Bristol 'limes' bears that •one 
of the Miss A.^hworths, of Bath,' who 
have taken so proiuintuit a part in tho 
"Women's Rights iunv(Muent, wrote lo 
tho coinmitt.i.'O of liio .Vnchor Society 
intimating her wish to att(-iid tho 
Coisior dinner, and to sjusik in iiiifi- 
wer to toast of "The La. lies." It i.s 
said that the committee in reply ex- 
pressed pleasure at the prospect of 
seeing Miss Ashworth amongst their 
gue«ts, but they could not consent (o 
an innoiution so great a.=\ allowing 
lady orat(u-s. 

The 'Derby Mercury' says that " fu- 
neral reform" was ooinmnm-ed .at Dur- 
ton-on-Tr»nt rwontlj by Air, Wardls, 



under whose auspices an interment 
was conducted on the principles advo- 
cated by Mr. Seymour Hadeu. A cor- 
respondent wdio was present at tho 
sceno says: — "The funeral was char- 
acterized by tho extroinost simplicity, 
there being no hearse, mourning coach, 
pall, hat-bands, scarves, or any of the 
usual outward display. One of the 
wicker grave baskets of Mr. Kirby, of 
Derby, waa used on the occasion, 
'l.'his had been decorated with ferns, 
evergreens, lloworSj itc, by members 
of the deceased lady's family, and its 
appearance as it was lowered into the 
grave was most graceful. In the 
morning tho body was taken to the 
cemetery by two of tho servants on an 
ordinary hand hoarse, and placed in 
the chapel. At twolvo o'clock tho 
mourner's and friends arrived in their 
own carriage, and the first part of the 
solemn service of tho church of Eng- 
land was read. At tho close four of 
tho servants cairieil the corpse to tho 
grave, foUowetl, of iMur.ie, liy the 
mom ner.s. Hero tho service was con- 
cluded, tho spectators all joining with 
subdued voices in tho liord's Prayer." 

With respect to the absurd news- 
pajier story of anticipated war betwemi 
the I'liitod States and tJreat Britain 
about tho Canadian fisheries, the Chi- 
cago 'Tribune' says: — The I'eport that 
a comi)lication of a serious character 
had arisen between England aiul tho 
Unitad States out of the question of 
tho Canadian fisheries was recently 
the subject of much merriment be- 
tween Secretary Pish and Sir Edward 
Thornton. The latter, in referring to 
the report, assured tho Secretary, it 
is said, ill a jocular spirit, tliat timc'ly 
notice should bo given of any declara- 
tion of war, so that tho American fish- 
ermen in Canadian waters might have 
abuiulant time to dry their nets 
and inako their escape home. All the 
ill feeling, so fur as the two (iovern- 
ironls are concerned, growing out of 
tho subject, is confined to a few Cana- 
dian uoiv.spapors. There is the high- 
est authority for the statement that 
tho Commissioner on behalf of tho 
President to consider the fi.sherics 
ipiestion in accm-dauco with tho treaty 
ol Washington has already been chos- 
en, but that his name will be withhold 
for the present. The Queen haa also 
chosen Lor I'opresentative, and the 
Prussian Minister at London will 
chuose a third Commissioner during 
the winter. As tho Tr(.'aty provides 
that the Commission shall assemble at 
Halifax, it is not desirable on account 
of the severe weather in that location 
that a meeting should be called bo- 
fore spring. It may, therefore, bo 
stated with the assurance of accuracy, 
that tho Fisheries Commission will as- 
Bemble in Halifax in May or Juno 
of next year.

On Thursday night a party of 
twenty men wont up ou tho iiats to hunt 
for the bodies, but tho weather was ao 
oxcondingly unfavorable that nothingWftS 
accom2)lished, and nothing hat since 
been. The certainty of this aad event has 
oast a gloom over the community that is 
very depressing. Tho two llalstou boy.n 
loavo parents, u sistor and two younger 
brothers; Willio Pratt, a foster father; 
and Mr. Crofts, wo believe, a wife in 
Seattle." 



Supreme Court, 

[Before Oblef Justice Str U. B. Bagbie.)

Yesterday an application -was made in 
Supremo Court by tho Oovernment of 
Wa.shington Territory, through yhorill 
Billings, for the extradition of a man 
named Dabney G. Jones. Mr. Hillings 
Was ropresontad by Mr. A. K. B. Davie, 
and tho prisoner by I\Ir. II. Courtney. 
It will bo lomemberod that ,Jones m the 
year 1.S71 was found guilty of murder in 
tho second degree for slayiu;^ a man 
named Taylor near Olympia, W. T. 
He was sentenced to serve twelve years' 
imprisonment at Steilacoom, but soon 
suoceedod iu making hin escape from jiri- 
Bon, anil lied to this country. Arriving 
on tho Mainlanil ho eommoncod his ca- 
reer by nelling whiskey to Iiulians for 
which ho was sent to jail for six montiis, 
and uow on the expiration of that term, 
he is wanted by the Washington Territ- 
ory authorities. 

Mr. Billings gave evidence aa to the 
identity and escape of the prisoner, and 
tho Chief Justice remanJed the case un- 
til Friday next when documoutary ovi- 
doDCO may bo produced.

Tho 
peoplo wont expecting something good 
from him, and returned at tho close of 
tho entertaiumont delighted beyond dia- 
oription. With a fnw introductory ro- 
marks tho groat Professor opened his 
volumo of magic with an extraordinary 
card trick, ahufUing tho pasteboards all 
over his body, giving them on elasticity 
and impetus -which sent them Hying 
thought tho air in every direction, and 
tinally producing cards known to tho au- 
dience froiii tho ])ocket of a citizen in a 
mnrvcllo.is manner. The magician then 
borrowed a handkerchief from a lady 
seated in tho d.-oss circle, changed it into 
yards of calico, and inumorable pieces of 
various shapes, subsequently burning it 
and returning it to its owner in its ori- 
ginal entirety, amid loud applause. Won- 
derful feats worn performed with tho 
magic rings, n.ud a mast astounding 
piece of diablerie was enacted by untying 
knots tied by the audience in fivo pockot- 
handkcrchiofs, Herrmann merely placing 
them ou a table and blowing tho knots 
asunder.

He was tho bearer of a letter to the Ger- 
man consul bore and has instructions to 
permit no one but the proper authorities 
to boar.l or leave the vessel until the 
consul had read the letter. It was written 
by tho Bremenhaven authorities during 
tho intonsa excitement after the dynamite 
explosion, under the impression that 
po.sHibly some traces that would load to 
additional facts in regard to the explo- 
sion, might be obtained on tho Sallier, 
Nothing had been discovered. One pas- 
senger, speaking of the explosion, says: 
"I was leaning against tho mast of the 
Moselle, enjoying the soene, when sad- 
doulj- I full Hat on my face and heard a 
terrific noise. I thought tho boiler of 
the Moaello had exploded, and then im- 
agined It must have been tho boiler of 
tho steam tug. l'ioce.« of wood, iron, 
glaKS, and parts of huinau bodies were 
falling around aud upon me. Tho soena 
was awful." 

Chas. V. Mueller, of Milwaukee, who 
was ou tho Moselle at tho time of tho ex- 
plosion, says ho was blown down the 
stain of the cabin, and on recovering, 
went forward. Ho saw tho dock covered 
with dead bodies and pools of blood. The 
bodies wero mostly stripped of their 
clothing; some were perfectly naked. I 
covered several of the dead, both men 
and women, and saw a Hebrew on a 
trunk, stripped of his clothing and ap- 
parently w-oumied. His head was falling 
back and lie appeared to be suffering. I 
took somi' bed clothing out of a trunk 
which had been burst open by the explo- 
sion, aud made a comfortable seat forbim. 
.A few minutes after ho died. A sailor 
kindly brought him some water but ho 
could not drink it. I tlum attended a 
young lady who was screaming for holp, 
and who was denniledof all her clothing 
from her w.iist. i covered hor with some 
sheeting. She was wounded in her back, 
whero she bud been struck with a bar of 
iron torn from tho deck railing.
